A NEW THEORY OF HEAT. _ 
LIGHTNING. : 


1 

’ Physicists have been divided for some 

time on tho quostion of so-called ‘ heat "or 
‘sheet’ lightning, soma regarding it as an 
actual discharge of cloctricity, and: others 
4s werely tlic reflection on-the sky of light. 
ning dus toa distant storm, while others 
still have thought that it might sometianes 
be due to the one cause and somatimes to 
the other, An English physicist now 
comes forward with anew theory, accord- 
ing to which the phenomenon is sumetimes, 
at.any rate, due to a visible dischargo of 


electricity. Says Appleton's Popular Science {__ 


Monthly: ‘In his paper on thunde?storms 
in India, Prof. Michic Smith suys that sheet, 
lightning is seen-at Madras every evening 
for six months, always near the horjzon 
and directed toward the southwest. The 
tine of oceurrenco varics from day .to day, 
but is always toward evening, and generally 
not later than nina o'clock, The pheno- 
menon ik not a reflection of distant Tight- 
ning Dashes, but consists of an actual dis- 
chargo of cleciricity from-cloud to cloud or 
between two portions of the samd cloud, and 
ittakes place in the upper portions of low- 
lying clouds. When - morning lightning 
occurs, its direction is northeast, hanes the 
lightning -is always to bs looked for ia the 
regions of still air whero tho land and sca 
breezes meet: ~The time of occurrence do- 
pends on tho hour when the ses breeze ects 
in, the display being about’ three hours 
later than this. Cumulua clouds rise to- 
wether im psirs and the discharge takes 
place hetween them, somotimes possibly 
within thom. The author thinks the elce- 
trical conditions of the clouds. muy be ac- 
counted for by the fact that the sea breeze 
is moist and dusty, whilo the lund breeze 
is dry and dusty.” The presence of dust in 
the clouds is shown when thoy sink rapid. 
ly ; the dust is then seen ut their edges and 
givea tho iridescent or nacreous appearance 
froquently cbeerved.’

The incident 
occurred: in 1879, on board the Messageries 
steamer Donai,. bound from Constantinople 
to Marsvilles, and conveying passengers of 
many nationalities, The story is told as 
follows : : 

“Onc evening, as we were quitting the 
Straits of Bonefacio, some one remarked at 
dinner that, tho Victor Hugo was born in 
Paris, the earliest impressions of his wifo 
‘were received in Corsica, close'to’ which wo 
Wero passing. Ten or twelve of us lingered 
after the meal was finished to-talk of the 
great French poet, One of the party spoke 
of him xs embodying, more than any other 
writer, the humanistic tendencies of tho 
mineteenth century and -as the oxponent of 
what is best in humanity. 

‘We had been talking in French, when 
the Russian lady exclaimed in English to 
the gentleman:who had last spoken; «How 
can you, an Aunorican, give to him the 
place that. is occupied by your own Long- 
fellow ? ‘Longfellow is the-universal- poets 
He ia better known, too, among foreigners 
than any one except their own poets.’ 
Then, she commenced tepeating, in rich, 
molldw-tones :
